was warm in kis Fathers Throne, when both Houſes of Par!iament 
(gronnding their belief on, Clorworthy's effertion) preſented, unto - 
him a Proclamation, to be ſigned againſt, the. J»:fo .Papiſts, . who 
were ſaid to be aCtually in Rebellion, marde ing his Majeſtics Pro- 
teftant SubjeRs, violently intruding into other Mens poſlefſions, 
with many other Characters of Infamy, _ rendring them, odious 
coali Nations.

ether paſſages to his Majefties further Graces and Favours were 
- notſhut up againſt them': And in order thereunto, they prevailed 
with the firft Minſter of State (whom they had gained to their fide, 
. by what coloured Arguments he knows beſt himſelf) .to re-call the 
Commiſſion of Lord Deputy, which was formerly given to the 
Lord Roberts, aperſon of known Honour and laregrity ; The Con- 
-ventidniſts having, obſerved that his:Lordſhip was not . to be won, 
upon anyaccount to forward their Deſign, This grand obſtacle 
being removed qut,of rhe way, Broghil, Angleſey, Clotworthy, and 
Atervin, (with the aſſiſtance of Sree/, Roberts and Petit) after three 
Months labour, brovght ſorth that monſtrous iſſue of their brain, 
_ which was wo tothe World under the Name and-Title. of His

This was their Maſter-piece, and hath been ever fince the ground- 
 work'of all ſubſequent Acts which were eſtabliſhed for the farther 
Settlement of that. Nation. FE -. 

The firſt branch of the Declaration confirms the Adventurerin 
his poſſeſſion ; the Second ſecures the Soldier in his Debenture 3the 
Third- ſatisfies the 49 Men ; the Forth aſſures unto the Tranſplanted 
Iriſk the Land Decreed unto them in the Province of Conanght, and 
County of Clare ; The Fifrh makes mention of thoſe r;/» Officers 
who ſerved his Majeſty in Flanders, ,as alſo the Generality of: the 
Nation who pretend .to Articles. My Lord, is not this a bleſſed 
Declaration, which provides in ſo large a manner for ſo many dif- 
ferent_ Intereſts? A Declaration thar ſatisfies the Natives, and yet 
diſpoſſeſſeth none of the Cromwelliſts. - 

To underſtand it well, we muſt mount a little higher,” and call 
to our remembrance how the Rump-Parliament divided the ſpoils 
of that conquered Nation, in the Year 1653. ' Ten Counties were

claration confirms the / Adventurers, . Souldiers, . and- tranſplanted 
Iriſh in their preſent poſſeſſions; And moreover, it affigns to (everal 
other uſes, the Seven. 'remaining Counties, -and-; all -the"great 
Towns of [re/and, which were not - diſpoſed of by the. Common- 
wealth : Qneof the Counties being deſigned- to ſupply the defi- 
ciency of the Adventurers Lots ; another, to ſatisfie the -Incum- 
brances on the Lands already laid out to Adyenturers.and Souldiers ; 
The third to reprize ſuch as were removed from the Lord Duke of 
Ormond's -Eſtate/;z and the other Four Counties, with all the Cit es 
and Corporations of the whole Kingdom, (a pretty grant) being 
aſſigned tothe Proteſtant Officers who ſerv'd His Majcſty in Ireland 
at any time before the year 1649. After this Solemn diviſion and 


diſtribution made of every Houſe, and every Acre of Land. over 


all the:Kingdom of. Irelavd, Some-500 Iriſh, Gentlemen (:who 
alſo ſerv'd his Majeſty in Flanders) are named in'the: Declaration, 
to be forthwithreſtored ro their ancient Eſtates 3; but not, until 
Lands of equal value, worth and purchaſe, are firſt found out tore- 
-prize the Adventurers, Souldiers, and the reſt now in poſſeſſion ; 
a work no more nor leſs feaſible, than . the -creation of another

My Lord, this Declaration was publiſhed on the 30th. of Ne 
vomber 1660, andat the ſame time Brog#1/ created Earl of Orery, 
and Sir Charles Coot made Earl of Montrath ; were joyned in 
Commiſſion wi h the Lord Chancellor Exſtace, as his Majefties 
Lords Juſtices ofthat Kingdom 3 Sir /o/4n Clotwort by ( who. was al 
ſo created Lord Viſcount Maſſerene) Sir Audley AHltrvin, and ſome 
others of the Convention-Agents, ttaid at Court,. to draw up.pri» 
yare Inſtrucions for the better executing his Majeſties Declaration;

To Crown this grand work of ſettling Trela:d, the Conventioniſts 
(baving worded the Declaration an InſtruCtions to their own ad- 


rantage).prevailed with their great Patron, to- have themſelves- 
named the only Commiſſioners to put. in Execution his Majeſticy- 


aration for- the Settlement-of 1re/axd, This un-uſual, and per- 


haps never before heard of courſe- of Juſtice, (one of the parties- 


being made Judge of the Caſe ) appeared ſo ugly and terrible to the 
Iriſh, that many of them could hardly be -perſwaded to believe; 


that his Sacred Majeſty was reſtored to the peaceable and free.

By this additional At, it is decreed, that no benefit of Innocency, 
or Atticles, ſhall be allowed from henceforth, to any ef the iriſþ 
Natives. The words ofthe Text, pag. 8. 4. 22. are theſe; 4nd 
it is hereby aeclared, that no Perſon or Perſons, who by the qualifications 
in the ſaid former Ai, hath not been adjudged innoient, ſhall at any 
time hereafter be reputed Innocent, ſo as toclaim any Lands or Tene- 
ments hereby veſted; or be admitted to ha:e any benefit or allowance 
of any. ſuture adjudic ations of Innocence, or any benefit of Articles 
whatſoever. . | 

To falve this grand breach of publick Faith, the Law of God, 
and Nations, and to give ſome colour of Juſtice, to an ation which 
is evidently repugnant to Magna Charta, and the Fundamental 
Lawsof Exzzlaud (tocondeman ſo many thouſands before: they are 
heard) it is ordered by the ſame Act, that ſome Fifty four perſons 
of the Nobility and Gentry of Ireland, (who likely. deſerved his 
Majeſties particular favour, and whoſe names are ſpecified in the 
AR) ſhall be reſtored unto their ſeveral and reſpective principal 
Seats, and unto 2000 Acres of Land thereto adjoyning ; provided 
always, that the Adventurers, Souldiers, and 49 men who are to 
be removed, ſhall be fir ſatisfied by ſome other forfeited Lands, 
in equal value, worth, and purchaſe ; The tranſplanted Iriſh are 
purpoſely left by this Act upon very doubtful terms, that in caſe 
of neceſlicy (if the ſtock of Reprizals ſhould fall ſhort ) their preſent 
poſſeſſions might ſerve to Reprize the Adventurers, Souldiers, 49 
Men, and Grantees already removed by the reſtored Innocents, 
and the Ten Proviſo-men in the former A, or to be removed by 
the n--zinces, and ſome three or four perſons more particularly pro- 
vided for in this additional Act. The Forty Nine menare expreſly 
forbidden by this Act, toſet or Let by way of Leaſe, or otherwiſe

bers-of the: Houſe of Commons, made an. Ordinance in the year 
1552. ( without the concurrence of the Houſe of Lords) that the 
Rebels were wholly conquered ; And that conſequently aſbgned- 
Ten Counties to the Adventurers, without ifluing forth any Com- 
miſſion under the great Scal of England, to examine whether the 
Lands therein contained were forfeited or. no. Of theſe ten Coun- 
ties, the Adventurers of the doubling Ordinance -( who were to 
have for their reſpective Sums laid out, double - the -qquantity of 
Land afſigned to the firſt adventurers) have proportion, becauſe 
their money was given to the long Parliament in the year 1644. 
When they were in aCtual Rebellion againſt His Majeſty. 

The late King underſtood very well the nullity of this a&t hav- 
ing never made mention of the adventurers jntereft in all the Trea- 
ties of Peace which paſs'd between His Majeſty and the Confede- 

: rates in /reland; which certainly ſo juſt a Prince as Charles the 
Firſt was known to be, would never have done, if he had concei- 
ved himſelf any way obliged by that aCt.toprovide for them. But

The 
matter in diſpute is no leſs than the Jand of ten Counties, the par- 
ties Pang are the 1riſþ Proprietors, and the London Adven- 
turers : The firſt enjoyed it for ſo many ages, they have their Pa. 


tents and Evidences to ſhew for it, and they loft it at length upen

_ -prodigious Title ; 1 am ſure their greateſt Patrons never. durft ſay.

not find many other States-men (among the Followers of the Gof- 

el) who will allow a conveniency ſo apparent againſt Juſtice ; Rxar 
Calum & fiat fuiticia, is a Motro which better becomes a Lord 
Chancellour ; Then, let us not do what is juſt, but what is canve- 
nient, | , | 

It is indeed a moſt wonderſul conveniency todiſpoſſeſs the An- 
cient Proprietor who Feught for the King, and give his Eſtate to 
a Fanatick Souldier who Fought for Cromwel. 

To ſuppor this pretended Conveniency, the firſt Minifter of 
State made uſe of a ſtrong Argument, derived from the great pow- 
er of the Cromwelliſts in Ireland ; and thus he makesit out : 

The Engliſh Army is yery conſiderable now in /rel/and, they have 


Swords in their hands, and they are in poſſeſſion of all the great 


Towns, and ſtrong holds in that Kingdom,it is not therefore ſafe to 
irritate them z Nay,there is an abſolute neceſſity (as the caſe ſtands), 
to confirm them in their preſent poſſeſhons ', For we muſt not do 
what is Juſt, but what is 18convenient, Theſe words were often de-. 
livered in Councel, as ſo many Oracles, and perhaps the greater 
Stateſman did not ſeriouſly reflect, whether the ſame Argument 
might not ſerve as well to confirm all the Cromwelliſts in Englands 
in their unlawful Acquiſitions of the Crown and Church-Lands, and 
ſo many Cavaliers Eftates, whereof they were diſpoſſeſſed upon 
his Majcfties Reſtauration, without any great noiſe, and leſs dan- 
ger ; and yet they were then very conſiderable : They had Swords 
in their hands, and they were in poſſeſſion of all the ſtrong holds of 
the Kingdom, &c. | | | 
My Lord, I have been all over the Kingdom of Ireland, and 
aſſure your Lordſhip, that the old Inhabitants and Natives of-/re- 
land, are Ten for one, and far the more confiderable Party ; But 
large Sums have made that corrupt Miniſter ſay any thing that 
ſcemed advantagious to ſupport that other Intereſt : I am confi- 
dent, My Lord, admitting themas , inconſiderible as he would 
have them, ir cannot be half ſo formidable, as che power of that 
party was in England when the King came in,, Theſe were all dif- 


anded in leſs then Six Months time, and now 'tis more than Seven 
P Years, 
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years, that the Fanatick Army is maintained in Jreland without 
any neceffity, which, occaſions that his Majeſty receives no Reve. 
nue'out of that vaſt and fertil Kingdom ; Nay, he is obliged to 

nd yearly a conſiderable ſum of Money our of England, for . the 
nrenance of thar Army : For my part 1 cannot nnderſtand how 
the K:1g might ſafely reduce the Engliſh Army, and thartit ſhould 
be dangerous for him rodisband the 7riſþ Forces, who. were not 


half ſo numerons, nor ſo much to be feared as thoſe in Exgland. 'If 


the want of Money hindred their disbanding at once* with their * 


Brethrenin Englandand Scotland ;_ might not they reduce by de. 
grees, and by Regiments, in eight years time ? I think it i8 ſuffi 
ciently evidenced that the Cromwellian party in Ireland have no 
more power than what his Majeſty hitherto is pleaſed 'to grant 
them, by the advice of his firft Miniſter, who upholds that Fana- 
tick Army for his own ſordid, if not wicked ends. -Let that Fa- 
yourite that perſwades his Maſter to tolerate Injuſtice and Op- 
preſſion, upon the account of a Servile Fear, have a care that he 
be not one day conyinced either of ignorance. - Rex eſt qui poſmit 


metus, & diramala pettoris, quem non ambitio popularis, & nunquans

The third grand intereſt,and the moſt deſtruftive.to the Natives, 
is that of the Proteſtant Officers, who ſerved his Majeſty ( or the 
Parliament) in Ire/and, before the year . 1649, Whole arrears 
have been caſt up, and ſtated to the vaſt ſum of Eighteen hun- 
dred thouſand pounds fterl, in ſatisfation whereof, the part of a 
whole Kinzdom ( which certainly is worth many Millions) is con- 
ferred upon them, They are entitled to all the Natives Eſtates 
in four great Counties, to all the Cities, Corporations, and Wal- 
led Towns in Ireland, to all the Land ſituated within a mile to the 
Sea, and to the River of Sharon inthe Province of Conanght, and 
County of Clare, to all the Debts, Leaſes, Mortgages, and the 
Reverſions ofthe Ir:fþ ; for not only the real Eſtates, but alſo 
all other pretenſions and Titles of the unhappy Natives are for- 
feited : Andleeſt all this ſhould come ſhort to content this inſati- 
able Party, the [aft act allows them one hundred thouſand pounds 
out of the two half years Rent from Adventurers. Souldiers, and 


| reſtored Iriſh. Though the Rowan 'Catholick Officers have al-; 
ways faithfully adhered to the Kings Iatereſt, and never deſerted 
his ſervice ( as all, or moſt of theſe Proteſtant Officers in Ireland 


have

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hwre done, when the Uſurper prevailed) yet they being Papiſf”, 
diſables them from any ſatisfaction for their ſervice, which was- a 
Qualification not impoſed on the Catholicks in England, &c. But

who, out of a generous refolution, without any neceffity,. or'con- 
ſderation'of private Intereſt, did freely embrace his Majeſties 
Quarrel,: fiding always with the beſt, althovgh weakeſt party , 
which they maintained, for the ſpace of Six years, at their own 
charges, with tho loſs of ſo many thouſand brave lives, who were 
all Sacrificed as unſpotred Victims on the Altar of Loyalty... How 
comes it then to-paſs,thata handful of 1»; Proteſtants thould be 
allowed 1800000 for two years ſervice,and that'our EngliſhRoya+ 
liſts, who were a hundred times more numerous continued thrice 
longer in ſerving the King. and -whoſe pure Loyalty was never 
tainted with the mixture of-any treachery - or private Intereſt, 


ſhould get among them all,- without diftinction of Nation or Re- . 


ligion, but 70000 /.- to be diſtributed among the- Needy Cavaliers, - 


(who had neither Eftates of their own, nor any publick Chrges or 
imploymenrs) to keep them trom ſtarving ? Upon what account 
ſhould the Officers of the Four or five Garriſons in- [re/and that 
plundered ten times more then their pay 'came- to, enjoy four 
large Counties, and all the great Towns -and Corporations of a 
Kingdom, whilſt the whole body of the Royalliſts in Ezgland are 
ſo much flighred © that-chere is not one Parifh in the Country, nor 
Street in any City, conferred upon them.? Will not the Ir: 
Forty nine Men allow us, that Prince- Rapert, the Duke of New- 
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caſtle, Montroſs; Briſtol; Barkley, Middleton, RocheFter.: Gerard, - 


and feveral other Noblemen of Englayd and+ Scotland, deſerve to 
have their Arrears tated and ſatisfied, as well as the Grandees of 
Treland? |; there any conveniency, (for I amTire there can be 
no Juſtice) toprovide for the one and-not for the other ? It cannot 
be ſaid that his Majeſty is obliged by the - AQ” of 17. Car, by-his 
Declaration from Breda, or any other Covenant, to recompenee 
inſo-largea ' manner, the mercenary * ſervice of his Proteſtanc 
Officers in /rel/and, without any regardto' be had for the innume- 
rable Sutferinge, and preſent want of ſo many Indigent Cavaliers 
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in England, who have not bread ro eat, nora houſe to lye in, and 
{Carce a Rag to cover their Nakedneſs. 


To give ſome colour to this apparent partiality, the firſt Mj- 
niſter of State is forced to betake himſelf co his laft refuge, tel- 
ling, as for a final reaſon, that the Proceſtant Engliſh Intereſt 
cannot by maintained in Ire/and, without extirpating the Natives. 
And therefore, that the Counties and Corperations undiſpoſed of 
by the Commonwealth, muſt not be reſtored ro the Natives upon 
any account, The preſervation of this Intereſt is now become w/- 
tima ratio, and the won plas ultra to all political Debares ; and fee- 
ing the Learned Gown-man will needs cſtabli(h it for a frſt Princi- 


ple not to be denyed, isnot amiſs to confider more atrtentively 


this 1dol, that occaſions ſo much impiety. As. for the Proteſtant 
Intereſt, I muſt confeſs his Majefties bound to maintain it in all his 
Kingdoms and Dominions, as far forth as the Glory of God re- 
quires, and the Law of Nations, and the ſeveral Gonſtiturtions of 
particular places will admit. Certainly, no Man (chough never 
ſo zealous,) will ſay, that his Majeſty was obliged , when 
he held the Town of Dankirk in Flanders, to expiate the an- 
cient Inhabitants, an1 place new Engliſh Colonies in their room, 
for the preſervation of a_.Proteſtant Intereſt. True Religion was 
ever yet planted by preaching and good example, not by violence 
and oppreſſion : An unjuſt intrufton into the Neighbours Eſtate, 
isnot the right way tqconvert the ancient Proprietors,. who will 
hardly be induced ro embrace a Religion, whoſe Profeſſors have 
done them ſo much injuſtice : And as to the preſent Settlement 
of Ireland, it is apparent tothe World, that the Confiſcation of 


Eſtates, and not the Converſion of Souls, is the only thing aimed 


at. If by the Engliſh Intereſt we underſtand the preſent Poſleſſi- 
on of the London Adventurers, and of Cromwel's Souldiers, there 
38 no doubt it is inconfiſtent with the reſtoration of the 7riſb ; nei- 
ther can the New Engliſh Title to Land be well maintained , with- 
out deſtroying the old Title of the Natives ; even as the Intereſt 
of the late. Common-wealth was incompatible with Monarchy, 
and Cromwels ProteCtorſhip was inconſiſtent with the Kings.

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without extirpating: the Natives, Why could not” the Engliſh 
Iniereſt be maintained. in Jre{azd, without extirpation ,, as well | 
as the Spanyſb Intereſt is. preſerved in Naples and Flanders; the 
French lntereſtin Roſſilignion and Alſace 3 the Swediſh Intereit in 
Breme and Pemerland; the DaniſbIntereſt in Norway ; the Auſtrian 
Intereſt in Hungary ; the Veretian Intereſt in Dalmatia + andthe 
Ottoman lntereit over all Greece ; and ſo many, other Chriſtian Pro- 
vinces, Without diſpoſiefling the Anticnt Inhabicanes cf their Pa- 
trimonics and Birth-rights ? Forts, Cittadels, Armies, and Gar- 
riſons , Puniſhment and Reward, | were hithexto held the only law- 
ful means for the. Chriſtian Princes to manncain. their Authority, 
and ſecure their Intereſt ;, Suchan extirpation was never yet praCti- 
ſed by any Prince that followed the Law of the Goipel. 

But, ſuppoſing that the prefervation:; of. an. Engliſh. Intereſt 
were ſoſacreda thing, that it may be. held lawful in chat regard 
toextirpate the old Inhabitants of Ire/azd, who have received from 
the hand of God that Portion of the Earth for. their Inhabitants ; 
upan what colour of Title canour rigid Stateſman deſign the ex- 
tirpation of ſo. many Families in /re/and, or the Engliſh race and 
Extraction, lincally deſcended from the beft Families in Zng- 
land, and thoſe Antient: Exg/iſþ Colonies who firſt brought over 
that Intereſt into Ireland, and maintained it there for ſo many A- 
ges ? If this Cannibal Engliſh Intereſt, givesno better quarter to 
the Children of Engliſh in /re/azd, what can Strangers expect? 
Nay, what aſſurance can be had for the proſperity of thoſe very 
Adventurers and Souldiers, that after an Age or two they ſhall not 
be likewiſe devoured, or diſplaced to make room for a new ſwarm 
of Engliſh Planters, upon the account of ſecuring a new Engliſh 
Intereſt. : And thoſe new Colonies alſo within an Age after, ſhall 
exirpated upon the ſame ſcore z For the Children of thoſe who 
were planted in  lre/and, . about the. beginning of King | ame: his 
Reign, are now deſtroyed, for the, better ſecurity of an Engliſh 
Intereſt, as well as the poſterity of the firſt Engliſh,* who Invaded 
the Country in the days of King Henry the. Second; ſo that to the 
Worlds end, if we follow this Rule, we ſhall never be: able to ſe- 
cure. the Engliſh Intereft in the Kingdom of Ireland.

This Ceflation was enfarged ' from time 'to time, until a 
final, Peace wasſolemnly* concluded in the Ciry of Kilkenny, jn 
the'year of our Lord 1648 - by, and between the Lord Duke of 
Ormond, his Majeſties Commiſſioner, in the behalf of -his Ma- 
jeſty ; and the General aſſembly of the Confederate Cathol cks 
of Ireland, in the behalf of the (aid Confederate Catholicks- This 
peace was no ſooner publ ſhed, than all the Garriſons, Forts, Ci- 
tadels Strong-holds,and Magazines of the [r;fr, were put under 
the Command ot the Kings Lieutenant ; all rhe Nobilicy, Gen- 
try, and Magiſtrates, both in Cities and Country ſubmitted to his 
Government. And though the Engliſh Rebels-have becn ever 
ſince very ſuccesful in all their artemprs, yer the /riſs, notwith- 


Nanding they were offered any conditions by the Uſurper, held 


out, with an undaunted Courage, until the laſt Town, and the 
laſt Fortreſs was loft, and until they received expreſs Orders from 
his Majeſty to yield ro the times, and to make the beſt conditions 
they could for their own prefervation. It is remarkable; that this 
peace, was concluded in a time, when, the I3f Nation "was in'a

I «now their Adverſatics have practiſed all che artifice that. Ma. 
lice could invent, to perſwade the World, that his Majeſty is, no 
way obliged romake good thar peace - which was concluded by 
the Authority .of his; Royal Father. And -Solemnly confirmed 
by himſelf- Thoſe Articles, they ſay, were forced from His Ma- 
zxſty by the {nb Confederates who ought to looſe the benefit. of 
all his Majeſtics. gracious conce{{ions, having baniſhed the Lord 
Duke Ormond, His Majeſties Licutenant, out of /rel/and. It.is 
eaſily proved, that the King was forced to take the Solemn League 
and Covenant, when he was environed by the Presbyteriam Ars 
my in Scotland : But I do not underſtand how it can be made out, 
that the Confederates of Ireland .were able to exort that peace 
from his Majeſty, who was then in France. Itwill ſeem very, ri» 
diculous to ſay, that the Lord Marqueſs of Antrim, and the Lord 
Aanskry (imploy'd by the Confederate Catholicks, to ſolicit, ina 
moſt humble manner, for thoſe Articles which only contain a par- 
don for the paſt, and the liberty of Free-born Subjects for the fu- 
ture) ſhould come to. Pari, witha train ſufficientto force a Sove- 
reign Prince, lodged in the Loxvre, who was Couſin German to 
his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty The other Aﬀertion, that the Lord 
Duke of Ormond was baniſhed out of [reland by.the Contederares, 
is very falie ; His Lordſhip being driven out of the provinces of 
Leinfter and Mmnſter, by the power of Cromwels. Army, and for- 
ced to retire tothe province of Connenght, from whence he took 
Shipping for France, to in;orm the Queens Majeſty -of- the ſad 
condi ionnf that Kingdom, and to implore ſome ſuccour from a- 
broa-!, (wh-ch it cimely. obrained) might probably give a ſtop to 
' Cromie.s .conqueſt, and render him unable to bring his -Viorious 
Forces our, of. /re/and, and defeat his Majeſty, at WorceFter, His 
Lordſhip having appointed. che Lord; Marqueſs. of Clenrickard to 
Command in his ablence, as ,the,. Kings Deputy, .to whom the 
Nation ſhewed all due obedience and ſubmilſion)is a manifeſt ar- 
gument that his Lordſhip was not. baniſhed our of ,the Aingdom 
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by the Confederate  Catholiks; for whom he named, a Comman- 
der in his own abſence : neither can it refleft upon the generality 
of the Nation, what was decreed by ſome prelates convened-in 
Zameſtowu, whoſe unſeaſonable zeal was ſoon: after condemned , 
and. proteſted againſt by a general Afembly held in Loghreagh, of 
the Clergy, Nobility, and Gentry ofche -whole Kingdom . And 
the advantagious propoſals then made by Cromwels | Agents, were 
generouſly rejefted by that Aſſembly, the Nation having unani- 
mouſ]y reſolved to riſe or fall with the Kings Intereſt. But what 
need we any other Evidence to prove that the Triſh. did not gene- 
rally violate the Articles of that -peace, then His Majeſties own 
words, inthe preamble of his Declaration for the Settlement of 


* Ireland. And therefore we conld not but held our ſelf obliged to per- 


form what we owe by that peace to thoſe who had honeſtly and [aithſul- 
ly performed what thry had promiſed to nr, &Cc. 

The Ir:ſp being at the laſt over-pwer'd at home, though they 
loſt cheir Countrey,they did not fail in their Loyalty, moſt of their 
young Nobilicyand Gentry having followed his Majeſty into For- 
reign Conntries, and reſorted from all parts to fide with thoſe Prin» 
ces who favoured his Intereſt ; when the King was in France, 
they.quitted the Span'ſb ſervice z and when he came to Flanders, 
they abandoned the French ſervice, and fl cked in great numbers 
abour his Royal Perſon, having made up in ſhort time, a hand- 
ſame body of an Army, which rcndred his Ma jſty conſiderable -to 
his Friends abroad, anddreadfulto his Enemies -at hom». T+eſe 
are verities that nonedare impugn, ſecing the King himſelf is . 
moſt graciouſly pleaſed toown them in his Declaration. And ir 
the firſt place, we did, and muſt always remember the great affettion 
4. conſiderable part of that Nation expreſied to Us during the. time. of 
our being beyond the Seas, when with all cheerſulneſs and obedience they 
received, vnd ſubmuted toomr. Orders, and betook. themſelves to that 
ſervice which we direfied as moſt convenient and behooveful at that 
time to us, thauth attended with incon:eniency enough to themſelves: 
which demeanonr of theirs, cannot but be thought very worthy of our 
Protettion, futtice. and Favorr. 

My Lord; 1s-it not'a ſad caſe, that the Iriþ Nation who facri- 
ficed their 'Lives,. their: Eſtates and Fortunes, and all the. Intereſt : 
they had in their Country for the - Kings ſervice, who followed his . 
Majcſty. abroad, and ſtuck to him in. his: Baniſhment, when he - 
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was abandoned almoſt by all the reſt of his Subjefs in the three 
Ringdoms, ſhould now beina far worſt condition,than chey were 
reduced unto, during the Uſurpers Reign ? For then their- Eſtates 
were kept from them by violence, and theun-refiſtable power- of 
Cremwel's Army ; but now they ſeem to be legally adjudged a- 
gainſt them by two Attsof Parliament. They were then in hopes 
that God would one day Re-eftabliſh this Sacred Majoſty in a 
peaceable and entire Poſſeſſion of his Crown and Kingdoms, and 
conſequently reſtore to them their ancient Patrimonies, which 
they loſt upon the account of his Intereſt : Bur now, they behold 
his Majeſty ſeated in the Glorious Throne of his Anceſtors, and 
themſelves out of all hopes of ever enjoying their Eſtates, which 
arc conferred on their (and his Majeſties)- Enemies, by a final 
ſentence pronounced againſt them ; and (which ſurpaſſeth all the 
miſery that can be Imagined) they are eternally condemned by a 
Meſſas, in whom they hoped for redemption, and for whoſe ſake 
they ſacrificed their lives, loſt their Fortunes, quitted their Coun- 
trey, and forſook all that was dear to them in this World ': And 
this done by the corruption and covetouſneſs of two or three- per- 
ſons, whereof one was the firſt Miniſter. 
* "The extraordinary merit of this Nation in his Majeſties ſervice, 
was freſh in his Majeſties memory when heſpake after this man. 
ro the Houſe of Peers, on the 27 fly, 1660. Touching the A&t 
of Indempnity; 7 hope 1 need ſay nothing of Ireland, and that they 


alone ſhall not be without the benefit of my Mercy : They have ſhewed 


much affeGion tome abroad, and you wil! have a Care of my honour, 
and what I have pootniſed ts them, "TI 

My Lord, to paſs by Honour and Gratitude,(which ſome States. 
men little value) how ſhall we excuſe the [njuitice of theſe pro- 
ceedings? Suppoſe the Peace concluded in the year 1648. was 
invalid, -and thax his Majeſty received no ſervice abroad- from any 
*of the Iriſp Nation, -can hein juſtice condemn 7000 Innocents, (1e- 
fore they are heard) inoffenſive Perſons, who never offended his 
Royal Father, nor himſelf : Lerus ſuppoſe farther, that-an Inno. 
cent perſon could net be found in all Ire/and, thateveryindividu- 
'al of that Nation were an obſtinate Rebel: from- the © beginning, 
[nd that none of themever deſerved:the_ leaft favour from his Ma- 
' Jeſty in point of- Conſcience, Honour, /-or Gratitade ; can our 
prime Miniſter and his adherents fay, that ſo many _- 
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he and Orphan#{(though never fo criminal) are:not fit objefts or 


his Majefties Compalhon'and Clemency? | 

That Kings are the Anointed of the Lord, and his Licutenants on 
Earth, iv'an infallible eruth received among Chriſtians ; and as 
they derive their power immediately from God, ſo they ought to 
imicate him in their Actions, But-of all the Divine Attributes, 


| his Mercy, as itis above all the reſt of his Works, Aiſericordia 


ejh's ſupih aminin opera ejus, (oisitthat alone which > Princes are 
moſt 'coricernedto follow. --It is by this Heavenly Virtue, that 
good Kings have been always diſtinguiſhed from Tyrants, and 
thar they appeared ro their Subjects as the very Images of Di- 
vinity; 1do not think that the Engliſh Crown was ever worn by 
a! Prince more Benign ahd Merciful than Charles the Second, 1 am 
eonfigent there isno King now living on Earth, who hath given a 
katger Teſtimony of his narural propenfity and inclination that way. 
How great-then muſt be the Guile of thoſe Miniſters of State thar 
cunhingly obſtructed the effects of the Bounty and Clemency of 
ſogood and graciovs-a Prince towards an Innocent people ; and 
perhaps not the leaſt deſerving of his Subjes ? Their gertings 
by the Bills of 'Sertletnenc ſpoils their plea, and pretence for the 
prometion of proteſtancy. It will ſeem a paradox to poſteriry,thar 
the' /r;/þ Nation, which inall Infurretions hath been pardoned , 
and preferved by the Royal Bounty of Kings, meerly Engliſh 
ſhould now be condemned to an eternal exrirpation by a King of 
old Tf extraQtion (lineally deſcended from Fergnfiws a Prince of 
the Royal blood of /ye/ard) who of all the Kings that-ever Regn- 
&4in Englend, was moſt obligeg to the ſriſþ Nation, -and'that du- 
ring:rke Reign of Charles the Second, (the maſt merciful Prince 
that ever wore'a Crown) fo many rhoufand Innocents ſhould be 
exempted from a hearing, and others from a: General” pardon, 
which by a Mercy wholly extraordinary, doth extend to ſome of 
thevery Regicides, Fm | 

| Theſe ate verities'not” to be doubted of in our dayes, which af- 
ter Ages willhardly admit, ſeeing the like was never before Re- 
corded in Annals, or mentioned in any Hiſtory: For, 'fince the 
Creation of Adam tothis day (and perhaps our poſterity tothe 
Worlds end, 'may be asfar roſeck) we cannotiproduce another ex. 
ample of the like meaſure-extended to 'a Chriſtian people, under. 
the Goverment of a.moft Chriſtian Prinee, The moſtbloody 'Ty-. 
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' rants of former Ages, cven thoſe Monſters of Nature, who ſeem. 


ed to be born for no other end, than the defolation- of Mankind , 
did never extirpate their old Friends, to make room for their re. 
conciled Enemies : Sothar it muſt be a very difficult marter to 
perſwade thoſe who are not Eye-witnelles of the Fat, that the 
Royal Authority of our Gracious K:ng, which here in| England 
maintains the Peer in his Splendor and: D:gnity, the Commoner in 
his Birth.right and Liberty, which protects the Weak from-the 
opprefſion of the mighty, ſecures the Nob.lity from the liſolence 
of the people . and by which Equal and Impartial Juſtice is - in- 
differently diſtributed to all che Inhabitants of this Great and Floy- 
riſhing Realm; ſhould be at the ſame time made .uſe of in his 
Kingdom of Jre/and, to condemn Innocents before they are heard, 


'to deſtroy ſo many thouland Widows and Orphans, to confirm un- 


lawful and uſurped poſleſſhons, to- violate rhe publick Faith, ro 
puniſh Virtue, to countenance Vice, to hold Loyalty a Crime, and 


Treaſon worthy of Reward. The bloody and covetous States-man - 


who chiefly occaſioned all this diſorder, was very often heard to 
ſay, with a fierce countenance, and paſſionate tone, the /riſh de. 
ferve to be extirpated, and then he would (after his uſual manner} 
com- out with agreat Oath, and ſwear, they ſhall all be extirpa- 
ted, Root and Branch. Good God, what a Heathen expreſſion is 
this in the mouth of a Chriſtian, whois expreſly commanded to 
love h s Enemies? Does he think that the Divine Providence, which 
orders the growth of Herbs, the fall of Leaves, and appoints an 
Angel ſor the guard of every individual perſon, takes no care to 
preſerve anentire Body of a Natiog? and that it ſhall be in the 
power o* on? man to deſtroy the work of. Godat his pleaſure ; of 
ſuch a Man that could not prevent his owndiſgrace, not avoid 
the many other inconveniences which are hke to fall upon 
him. ; 

This proud Hamman, who, joyntly with ſome few others, to get 
Money for themſelves, and Eſtates for their Children) contrived 
the general extirpation of the whole [riſþ race; but before he 
could fully compaſs his wicked Deſign (1 muſt conteſs he went ve. 


' ry near todo it, andif God had given him a longer continuance of 


power he would undoubtedly make good his word) was forced for 


his own ſafety, and the preſervation of his life, to quit his fine 


Houſe, forſake his Family, and þid his Countrey farewel, and to 
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travel in.his.o!d age, in the dead of Winter, through of 
many dangers.at Sea, and incommodities by- Land, to ſeek: 
for ſomeſhelter abroad, ſeeing he could not be ſecure at home 
Fuſts es, \Domine, & juſtum judicinm tuum, He is gone with 
all his Greatneſs, and the-miſeries of the poor 7riſ- do ſtill 
continue ; hewever they are yet-in being, and live in-hope that 
the fall of their Mortal :Enemy. may be.a beginning of their. 
Riſe, and that his Majeſty will now ſeriouſly refle&t upon the: 
unparallel'd uſage hitherto extended to that Nation, who are' 
deprived of the Benefit of Law, Juſtice, and publick Faith : 
The cryes'and tears of more than an. hundred . thouſand Wi- 


dows and Orphans, being worthy his Majeſtie; Princely can: 


ſideration. And certainly there can-be,no. great difficulty mer 
with to diſſannu] two illegal Afts, which are evidently 1epug-- 
nant, not only to the Law of God and Nature, contrary to 
the common reaſon, / and conſequently void in therpſelves } 
but aiſo to all ſound Policy and reaſon of State ; For that the- 
true Intereſt -of  Eng/and (as relating to :1rg/ane) conſiſts, in; 
raiſing; he 1riſb as a Bulwark, .or ballance, againit our Eng, iſ 
and Scotch Presbyterians. The Ir;/h, Papiſts! agreed fo well, 
and lived ſo peaceably with our Engliſh Prelatiques, during 
the Keign of King 7ames, and Seventeen years of King 
Charles the Firit, that they ſeemed ta be of one muyid 10 all 
matters: And when the Presby:erian practiſes 'and | Covenant , 
began rodiſturb theſe Kingdoms, the Papiſts and Prelatiques 
in ireland (Cas well asin England) joyned their hearts aiid hands» 
againlt Fresbytery for the King, The great Earl of Srrafford 


judgedjt-was a true Proteſtant Cavalier Intereſt;to raiſe an' Ar- , 
my. at Papilſts in [re/and thereby to keepin awe the Presbytert- : 


aps of: Srotland and England . Andindeed, the Presbyterian: 
defigns ::could;: never; have , had: becn compaſted, if the 
King had net-Þgen forced do dishand the ſame, Army.'; Then 


the Earth, (now Duke of Ormond (thought it was the true 


Eugliſþ and :GavalerIniexreſt, joyn in-Partiament with the 
Roman Catholick Nuhility and Gentry of Ireland, againſt the' 
Presbyterian Lords Juſtices, and their Faction ; and therefore 
joyntly with them, reſolved to ſecure their perſons, and 
ſezz&upon the Caſtle and __—_— ot Dublin, for his Ma-

Courſes : But no ſooner were the presbyrerian Lord. Juſtices 
depoſed, and impriſoned by the' Kings commands, but the 
Romon Catholicks, returned to'their Duty, firſt by a Ceſfa- 
tion , next by a ſubmiltive peace , delivering the whole: 
Kingdom to the Duke of Ormand, and joyn.ng with 
the Cavalier parry againſt the Kings Enemies, and 
ſo continued untill both were over-powered by Crom-

Another reaſon why underſtanding men. judge: the /- 
r:ſþ ought to be preſerved, and their Intereſt preterred 
before that of Cromwels Creatures, is , that the 
Engliſh of Ireland are not able to defend: themſelves 
againſt the Scots in that Countrey ; If the Ir;fþ be Neu- 
rers. The Sorts are a people (o \ numerous, fo nee- 
dy , and ſo near unto LJrelaxnd , fo. cunning , cloſe, 
and confederated in a common Intereſt, that ſome of 
our States-men apprehend , they may ſoon poſſeſs them- 
ſelves. of the whole Iſland , they being at this pre- 
ſent , not only Maſters of Viſter , but ſpread over che 
other provinces, and very well armed. Now , if def- 
pair ſhould diftate to the deſtroyed Iriſþ , that ir 1s 
their conveniency to joyn with the Scots againſt the Eng- 
iſh that poſſeſs their Eſtates, without queſtion rhe Exg- 
liſh Intereſt will be loſt in Ireland. Irt.is . better there. 
fore, that the /r;ſþ Nation be gained, by reſtoring them 


_ totheir own ( ſuch only excepred 'as had their-hands in 


murdering Eng//b) than' that a few presbyterian and pha- 
natick up-ſtarts be made great ' by other Mens Eſtaces, 
and the whole Kingdom endangered to be: wreſted out 
- oo hands , and ſeperated from the Crown of Exg- 
al :

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You ſee , 'rhy Lord that there ſeerris tbe as litre 
Cconveniency as Confciente in my Lord C/aremdor's, and 
his coverous partners Setclement of Ireland ; yet I muſt 
confe(s this Domeftick atfair agreeth well with his po- 
licy in Foreign Negaotiations.-- Until his time - the Stares- 
men of Exrope ( parricularly'the Engliſh, ) made it their 
bufineſs ro keep the ſcales equal between France and 
Spain, leaſt cicher of thoſe two potentates might aſpire 
-unto an Univerſal Monarchy ; But the Earl of Clarezdon 
made it his buſineſs to utterly deſtroy Spain , and exalt 
the French King to ſuch a height of power , that in a 
ſhort time he might be Mafter of the Netherlands . and 
* find no oppoſition in his way into England ; And indeed 
had not our Kings Conduct and Courage been excraor- 
dinary, in cloſing up a new Defenſive League ſo ſeaſon- 
ably, and in concluding a peace berween Spain and 
_ Portugal, no part of Europe that is worth the Coveting , 
could be free from the Frexch command. 1 hope , thac 
as God hath infpired his Majeſty to prevent (by this 
League- and: peace , ) the dangers which corrupt Miniſters 
drew upon us, ſo He will move him to eſtabliſh a laſting 
peace in his Dominions, by, a juſt repeal of the Irjþ at 
of Settlement , And thereby co qua all the D-ſfigns 
againſt England, That France or any Forcigner may en- 
deavyour to ground upon the diſcontents'of a deſtcoyed, and 


deſperate people. 
Now , my Lord, that you have had this account of 


the tranſaQions in Jre/and fince his Majeſtics Reftauration, 


it were an a worthy your Lordſhip ( being a leading 
Member in the Houſe of peers in England, and much re- 
lyed upon in the Houſe of Commons ( to make it 'your 


requeſt to his Majeſty, that- the Buſineſs of Irelayd may : 


receive one publick "hearing, and all parties concerned 
appear by their Agents, which if your Lordſhip prevail 
to get done, if the Settlement as it is now Eſtabliſhed , 
be deemed TJuft,, will be happy for the poſleſſiours, and
